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Fire Spread With Incredible 
Rapidity; Many Members Had 


Narrow Escapes from Death' 


House Was in Session at Time—Two Known Victims Are 
Quebec Women, Who Were Guests of Speaker Sevig- 
ny’s Wife—Mme. Sevigny Herself Escaped by Jump- 
ing Into Fire Net—Hon. Martin Burrell is Severely 
Burned—Policemen Were on Guard at Both Doors of 
Room Where Fire Started. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Feb. 3—Five o'clock this morning saw the whole 
commons building, with the single exception of the parliamentary 
library, a mass of gutted ruins, The four outer walls are standing, 
and the skeleton sides of the main tower are still there. But with the 
exception of the press room and other offices in the extreme western 
portion of the building and uisu the eatireiie eastern part of the sen- 
ate, the interior is so completely destroyed as to be rendered useless. 

Five o’clock this morning also saw the assured loss of five lives 
in the fire, three men besides the two women known to be dead ear- 
lier in the evening. This was practically established. The male vic- 
tims, according to evidence from different sources, are: Dominion Po- 
liceman Alphonse Desjardins of Fair View; Alphonse Desjardins, 
steam fitter in the House of Commons, uncle of the police officer, and 
Robert Fanning, a waiter. : 

Besides the incalcuiable loss through the sweeping away of a his- 
toric pile, storied with old traditions and crowded with priceless rec- 
ords, this is an actual damage sustained by the public exchequer of 
not far short of $4,000,000 or $5,000,000. The original contract for 


the building was in the neighborhood of $5,000,000, but since then it ! 


has been added to very extensively. It is estimated that to replace 
it now will cost the country at least $4,000,000. There was no insur- | 
ance on it for the government does not carry insurance on its public 
buildings. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 3—The parliament buildings of Canada are a 
mass of flames tonight. The tower stands out like a blazing beacon 
on Tower Hill, and all around it is a ealdron of fire. 

The splendid Gothic building, whith since 1867 has been the 
home of Canada’s legislature, is doomed to utter destruction, and the 
loss, when morning comes, will be computed ‘in millions. 

If the fine old Wihrary of parliament, Which at midnight still 
stood immune from the flames, is drawn into the vortex the loss to 
the Déminion ¢annot be computed in dollars and cents, 

At least two are known to be dead. They are Madame Morin 
and Madame Bray, guests of the’ speaker. One minister of the crown, 
Hon. Martin Burrell, who was in his office, lies at the hospital griev- 
ously burned about the head and shoulders, while upwards of a score 
are more or less severely burned and cut in their attempts to escape 
from the fire, The following are also reported among the dead: Rob- 
ert Fanning, a waiter; Alph Desjardins, Dominion policeman; A. Des- 
jardins, plumber, and a fourth man whose name is yet unknown, 

More May Have Been Lost. 

How many may have been trapped in the back portions of the 
public gallery, or in the countless rooms throughout the building, will 
only be known when friend, or relatives make known their losses, for 
no trace of any man or woman caught in that fire will ever be found 
again, ‘The fire will range as one of the most disastrous in the history 
of the Dominion. 

At eight o'clock the house assembled as usual, with thirty mem- 
hers in their seats and a hundred visitors in the galleries. 

A, K, MacLean had finished speaking and W. F. Loggie had just 
commenced, A messenger put his head through the chamber door be- 
hind the sergeant-at-arms, and shouted ‘‘fire.’’ Two minutes later 
smoke rolled down through the corridor from the reading room, and 
flames roared down behind it. Members rushed this way and that. 

B. N. Rhodes, who was in the ehair, had presence of mind to for- 
mally adjourn the house. Those who éndéavored to seek exit by the 
back were met-with rolling smoke and soaring flames. 

The first who got out from behind the speaker’s 
down toward the main entrance without ‘mishap. 

Dr, Clarke's Narrow Escape. 

Dr) Clarke, of Red Deer, and Edward Nesbitt, 
among the chairs on their way back from the other side and were 
met with the full force of the hose as they emerged in front. They 
were hurled to the floor half stunned, and hoth were badly cut and 
burned before they escaped. 

Men stumbled and fell, and others helped them to their feet and 
dragged them through the suffocating smoke. From the very heart 
and source of the fire there staggered a man burned about the head 
and almost suffocated. ,He emerged from the inferno of the corridor, 
and fell into the arms of Hon. Robert Rogers. 

Tt was Hon, Martin Burrell, minister of agriculture, whose room 
is within the reading room, where the fire commenced, and who is 
now in the hospital. The dreadful suddenness of the conflagration 
was almost past belief. Three minutes after the fire call was rung in 
the corridors were a belehing sea of smoke, Five minutes after no 
man could live, where several score had breathed free air five min- 
utes before. ‘Twenty minutes after flames commenced to tinge the 
clouds of smoke which rolled over tower hill, An hour after the fire 
commenced the tower clock tolled ten across a seething caldron where 
onee had been the House of Commons, At eleven the clock again 
struck the hour with the flames curling round its stately length, 
while from the senat@ side the flames joined these from the tower 
chamber, At midnight the whole strueture was burning from east 
to west, and wp the hollow of the tower flames were creeping to stop 
the hands of the faithful clock. 

Behind, the library, which, on account of its isolation from the 
rest of the building, had to that time escaped, was considered doomed 
and the priceless old books were being taken out as fast as men could 


take them. 
Tower Falls at 1 O’Clock, 

At one o'clock the top of the tower fell, a flaming mass into the 
heart of the pyre. A national calamity had occurred, and a national 
tragedy had been enacted.

Not a thing was saved, Paintings, which have hung for years, of 


statesmen and legislators of other days, burned with the rest. Every- 
thine went, and among the ashes are, no doubt, mixed those of men 
and Women, who failed to eseape from the smoke and flames which 
encompassed them, and whose death will not be known until their 
relatives make enquiry. 

Some Tell of Explosion. 

Ugly stories are being circulated, Several of those who were in 
the vicinity without the chamber when the fire broke out, declare 
that it was in the nature of an explosion, which almost hurled them 
from their feet, 

Constable Helmer states that the flames poured through the 
reading room door and leaped after him with the speed of the wind, 
40 that he had to run in front of them. The fire bell rang as the fire 
commended, but such was the suddenness of the conflagration that 
men in the offices and rooms forty yards down the corridor had bare- 
ly time to escape before the black smoke rolled upon them, 

Canada’s prime minister, who was in his room at the far end of 
the hall, had barely time to escape before the flames were npon him, 
and eould not even get his hat and eoat, The Liberal chiel, whose 
seventy-three years might have militated against his escape had he 
heen there, had fortunately not arrived when the fire commenced. 

Men say that the fire was too sudden and too all-encompassing 
in its effect to be the result of a mere accident, 

Two Women’s Pathetic Fate. 

Pathetic in the extreme was the fate of Madames Morin and 
Bray. They, with Madame Dessault, were in the upper half of the 
sneaker’s ehambers when the smoke came and cut them off from 
below. 

Madame Dessault sought to escape the asphyxiating smoke by 
elimbing from the window, but found below her a drop of forty feet 
to the icy pavement. She hung suspended by her hands from the 
syindow sill, while the clouds rolled round her, and continued to hang 
thus until the fire net was spread. She fell and escaped death. 

Not so with her two companions, who were found face to the 
floor and hands desperately clasped round their heads, when the fire- 
men entered, They were taken below, hair singed from their heads, 
faces blackened and no trace of life visible. 

In the basement with the water dripping from the roof, and the 
fitful flames playing through the windows, men worked upon them 
with pulmotors in an attempt to bring back the spark of life, but 
neither moved again.and the poor burned bodies were taken out ou 
stretchers, by members of the overseas battalion, 

At a late hour it was reported two Dominion policemen had been 
caught by the falling roof of the corridor and that two attendants of 
the speaker had lost their lives. Both firemen and police worked 
heroically throughout the long and terrible night, braving dange: 
from back draft and falling stone and timbers, 

Troops were mobilized and worked at salvaging the hooks and 

documents from the library.

HAD A BUSY DAY 


Large Amount "of Business is 
Transacted at Closing Ses- 


sions of Conference 


The Anglican Chureh Synod resum- 
ed its gitting yesterday morning ut 10 
o'clock, after a gelebration of holy 
communion and a recitation of the 
morning office of the church. The 
morning was occupied agai, with the 
consideration of the committee on 
canons and rules of order. The chief 
topics discussed related to finance, 
general diocesan organization and 
Sunday school work. 

In the afternon the clergy superan- 
nuation was the first subject. Arch- 
deacon Webb declared it was essential] 
that any scheme of this nature should 
have a sound actuarial ‘basis, He 
then outlined a plan for the diocese 
of Edmonton, The house decided to 
appoint a committee ot vusiness men 
to investigate the question, exhaustive- 
ly and report on the oceasion of the 
next convecation of synod.
